REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 46 and 47 are amended, Claims 6, 7, 13-17, 19, 21, 39, 42 and 43 are 
canceled by Applicant, claims 27-37 are canceled by Examiner's Amendment, and 
claims 1-5, 8-12, 18, 20, 22-26, 38, 40, 41 and 44-47 are pending. 

5. Pending claims 1-5, 8-12, 18, 20, 22-26, 38, 40, 41 and 44-47 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Edlein at al. (US 6,528,127 B1) teaches a packaging material comprising a film, an 
ink marking provided on the film and a radiation cured overcoat layer provided over the 
ink marking, wherein the ink marking comprises a polymeric resin carrier. Edlein neither

teaches nor suggests that the ink marking comprises a combination of an air dryable or 
thermally dryable ink and energy curable monomer as recited in the claimed invention. 
The carrier resin in the ink of Edlein is not monomeric carrier.
